CSMC Pledges To 
Fight Secularism 


By Living Faith 


College Students To 
Spearhead Drive; Urge 
Justice For Negroes 


Notre Dame, Ind. —(NC)—More 
than 3,000,000 Catholie studcnts 
were pledged to help safeguard 
the American way of life by more 
vigorous application of Christian 
principles to education, govern- 
mint and other fields, in resolu- 
tions adopted at the close of the 
13th national conference of the 
Catholic Students’ Mission cr - 
sade. 


Held at the University of Notre 
Dame, the four-day conference was 
atiender by 3,600 student dele- 
g: tes representing CSMC units in 
thousands of American communi- 
ties. The conference also was the 
largest missionary meeting ever 
held in the United States. 

Specifically, the resolutions 
pledged the students to encourage 
all Americans who believe in God, 
tc combat the evils of seculariza- 
tion. Speaker after speaker at 
the conference pointed out how 
secularization, or the elimination 
of God and morality from Ameri- 
ec 1 life, was paving the way for 
the ultimate destruction of this 
country by the forces of evil. The 
speakers also warned that secular- 
iz-..tion constituted an even greater 
menace to the peace and welfare 


of the United States than commun- 


ism. 


The fight against secularization 
will be spearheaded by Catholic 
College students. One of the res- 
olutions pledged this group to “fol- 
low a program of study designed 
to reveal the fundamental errors 
underlying present social and po- 
litical disorders, which are errors 
of thought,” and to “encourage the 
public declaration of right prin- 
ciples and Christian philosophy in 
opposition ‘to errors now current 
in the fields of higher education, 
political action and sociology, in 
articular.” This program will be 
nown as the philosophers’ aposto- 
late, 


Strategy in the fight against 
secularism will be worked out by 
re:earch teams in 175 seminaries 
affiliated with the Gatholic Stu- 
dents’ Mission Crusadi in the 
United States. Another resolu- 
tion pledged thousands of semi- 
narians “to organize research 
teams for exploring the relations 
between present-day threats to de- 
mocracy and false teachings on the 
relations between man and God.” 
Findings of these research groups 
will be incorporated into the cours- 
es of study in Catholic schools 
throughout this country by leading 
educators. 

A total of 110 speakers, repre- 
senting every field of Catholic 1e-

Washington Letter 
Nation Respects 
Reticence On 
Kremlin Meet 


Caution Urged Because 
Fate Of All Europe May 
Be Tied Up With Parleys

Washington — Responsible _ offi- 
cials here have sedulously avoided 
all premature discussion of the con- 
ference in Moscow between repre- 
sentatives of the United States, 
Great Britian and France and For: 
eign Miniscer Molotov and Premier 
Stalin of Soviet Russia. 


Not only have President Truman, 
Secretary of State Marshall and 
others given the “no comment” 
response tc all inquiries touching 
upon this subject, but one could 
judge from their manner that they 
were anxious to avoid any discus- 
sion of the Moscow talks while 
they were still being carried on. 

This attitude was marked. Ob- 


servers were quick to notice, and 
they took it as an indication of the | 
extreme importance Washington | 
placed upon the series of conver- | 
sations behind the walls of the 
Kremlin. Students of European 
affairs said they would have an 
important bearing on the future of 
all Europe for a long time to come. 
Some people asked if this were the 
beginning of the Western Powers’ | 
“retreat from Berlin.” Here and 
there one heard the expression 
“another Munich.” A writer or two 
recalled the secret agreements 
made at Yalta. By and large, how- 
ever, the American people and their 
press exercised great reserve, ap- 
parently acknowledging that some- 
times great things are best accom- 
plished without too much fanfare. 


Relations between the so-called 
Big Four in Berlin had reached a 
critical stage. Although the situa- 
tion was bad, it was obvious that 
it could become worse. There was 
no prospect offering the hope that 
it would soon get better. It was 
in a very real sense an impasse. 
It was then that sentiment began 
to build up for another meeting of 
representatives of Russia, France, 
Great Britain and the United 
States. Would there, or wouldn’t 
there be such a meeting? There 
was a period during which the re- 
presentatives. of the Western Pow- 
ers seemed to cool their heels in 
Moscow. Some observers said this 
was a period of waiting which the 
Russians allowed to be for its psy- 
chological effect. Finally, U.S. 
Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith, 
Ambassador Yves Chataigneau of 
France and special envoy Frank 
Roberts of Great Britain were 
summoned to the Kremlin to talk 
with Josef Stalin. Subsequently 
they carried on their conversations 
with Foreign Minister Molotov. 


There were proposals and coun- 
ter-proposals. This was evident 
from the way things were conduc- 
ted; a meeting, then a period for 
consultation with the envoys’ re-° 
spective governments, another 
meeting, and so on. What these 
proposals were those not included 
in the official circles could only 
guess. However, because of the 
time the meetings have consumed, 
and because of the extreme pains 
taken here, and in London and in 
Paris, not to do anything that 
could conceivably “upset the apple 
cart,” there is a belief that the 
talks bear heavily on the future of 
Europe. 

It is reasoned that most certainly 
the conversations went beyond the 
food blockade, the currency con- 
fusion and related matters in Ber- 
lin. In fact, there was ample sup- 
port for the contention tha& Rus- 
sia was holding out for a discus- 
sion of the whole German question, 
as a consideration for .its agree- 
ment to discuss the Berlin prob- 
lem. And, of course, upon the 
settlement of the German situa- 
tion could depend to a great extent 
the future of all Europe, Russia 
probably would want a German 
settlemetit which would permit the 
Soviet Union to dominate that 
country for a long time to*come. 
The Western Powers would want a 
Germany incapable of waging war,

Historians and students of diplo- 
macy will be interested to learn 
how directly and to what extent 
the Kremlin conversations were in- 
fluenced and affected by the sensa- 
tional revelations which were being 
made contemporanéously in the 
United States regarding commun- 
ist activities, disputes over the cus- 
tody of two Russan school teach- 
ers who apparently did not relish 
going back to the Soviet Union, 
and the State Department’s demand 
for the recall of Soviet Consul 
General Jacob M. Lomakin in New 
York, as an outgrowth of the Rus- 
sian school teachers case. 


One of the things which histor- 
ians should note is the calm and 
reserve with which the American 
press and people, by and large, 
awaited information concerning the 
secret talks in Moscow. They were 
willing to accept the judgment of 
their officials that caution and 
reticence were justified.

While today the Supreme Court has decreed that the schools 
may give none of their time to accommodate parents who would have 
their children receive religious instruction; while the Supreme Court 
based its decision largely on what Thomas Jefferson called “a wall 
of separation between Church and State,” this same Thomas Jefter- 
son wanted the several denominations, which functioned in his day, 
to locate near the University of Virginio, buildings where the student 
body of the University could go for religious instruction, Evidently, 
therefore, his “wall of separation’ was badly misinterpreted by the 
Supreme Court. 

Father Wilfrid Parsons, $.J., in his work entitled “The First 
Freedom’’ quotes from a report made by Thomas Jefferson, as Rector 
of the University of Virginia, on October 7, 1822, in which he be- 
wailed the fact that “the want of instruction in the various creeds of 
religious faith existing among our citizens presents... 9 chasm in 
@ general institution of the useful sciences.” 

To remedy it Thomas Jefferson suggested that “the various 
sects be invited to establish their religious schools within the con- 
fines of the university, so that the undergraduates could also have 
the benefit of religious instruction and worship.” Thus, said Jeffer- 
son “the circle of the useful sciences embraced by this institution” 
would be completed and “the sacred rights of freedom of religion 
remain inviolate.”’ |

A Born Catholic 
But A Convert 


Baltimore —(NC)— In the wel- 
ter of stories about Babe Ruth 
that have been published since his 
death, the matter of the great 
home run hitter’s life-long Cath- 
olicity seems to be taken for grant- 
ed. 

But the Babe was not a Cath- 
olic from birth and actually did 
not join the Church until 1906, 
after he was committed to St. 
Mary's: Industrial School here, ac- 
cording to Vincent de Paul Fitz- 
patrick, editor of The Catholic Re- 
view, Baltimore and Washington 
archdiocesan weekly. 

The editor’s informant is a Pas- 
sionist priest formerly stationed at 
St. Joseph’s Monastery, Baltimore, 
which is close to the industrial 
school and has always furnished 
the chaplains for the latter. The 


priest, who has asked to be an- 
onymous, wrote to the Review: 


“| have read stories in the var- 


ious newspapers which seem to. 


have taken it for granted that 
Babe was a Catholic when he was 
committed to St. Mary’s. The fact 
is he was baptized by Father Fran- 
cis Murrmann, C.P., who was chap- 
lain at St. Mary's for 30 years. 
Babe on his own _ initiative ap- 
proached Father Francis and told 
“ he wanted to become a Cath- 
olic. 

Babe Ruth was born in Baltimore 
in 1895. The date of his Bap- 
tism was August 7, 1906, and the 
date of his First Holy Commun- 
ion was August 15, of that year.

Before the recent election Pro- 
testants and Catholics alike were 
given assurance by Communist 
leaders that they need have no 
worry about the Church schools. 

If the majority of the people of 
our own country were not com- 
mitted to the strange notion that 
religion has no place in_ the 
schools, there would be vehement 
criticism of this action of the 
Communist-controlled government 
of Hungary. If democracy means 
anything it means the right of 
parents to rear their children in 
keeping with their conscience. 


Enemies of the Church have been 
trying to suppress the relizious 
schools in Germany and Belgium 
and France, and other countries— 
all for the samé reason. They re- 
gard it as a sure, even if a slow, 


atheism or Communism, being 
aware that if the children of today 
are taught anti-religion, they will 
gradually give up religious prac- 
tiee, and that their children and. 
their children’s children will be’ 
completely lost to the Church. 


It’s Different 


It is a little different in Hol- 
land. Recently the Dutch observed 
the centenary of “Freedom of 
Edueation” as provided in their 
100 year old Constitution. Profes- 
sor F. Duynstee, speaking on the 
occasion of the Centenary, pointed 
out that, in the Netherlands, finan- 
cial subsidies to all schools, private 
and denominational as well as pub- 
lic and secular, have not restricted 
or destroyed freedom of education. 
By granting State subsidies to pri- 
vate universities and colleges 
(among them the Catholic Univer- 
sity ef Nijmegen), the Dutch Gov- 
ernment has extended financial 
support to education in all its 
phases, from kindergarten to uni- 
versity. 

The fact that “financial equali- 
zation” was extended to the uni- 
versities this year, one hundred 
years after the recognition of 
freedom of education, has shown, 
according to Professor Duynstee, 
Ahat the Dutch State respects bas- 
ic social rights, such as the right 
to freedom of education, and does 
not attempt to monopolize the 
school system. “By doing this,” 
the speaker stated, “the Nether- 
lands has established a concept 
of State intervention which does 
not imply restrictions of individu- 
al freedom. The question arises 
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whether the solution of many 
current problems could not be 
found in a similar way. Would 
it not be possible and desirable, 
for instance, for the State to give 
its support to social and cultural 
activities which are at present 
still the sole responsibility of pri- 
vate agencies in the same way as 
to education?” 

Another speaker, Professor L. 
Verberne, develo the idea that 
the struggle of Catholics and Pro- 
testants for freedom of education 
was part of the general struggle 
for freedom in the Netherlands. 


As Here, So In Italy 


HE Cardinal of Milan recently 
spoke on the indifference of 
non-Communist members of Labor 
unions towards attending their 
meetings. 
We have a similar situation in 
the United States. The rank and 


favor Communist domination of 
their union, but this rank and file 
is satisfied to pay its dues in ord- 
er to enjoy the benefits, but sel- 
dom attends meetings. This makes 
it easily possible for the Commun- 
ists seeking domination of the un- 
ion to get control. They will groom 
certain men for office of the local, 
turn out in large numbers on elec- 
tion night to vote for them. The 
indifferent member of the union 
will not sit through a long night 
to await his opportunity to vote. 
Communists know that, hence 
they, by a pre-arrangement, make 
nominating speeches and numer- 
ous seconding speeches in order to 
tire the non-Communist-minded. 
The latter go home, while the for- 
mer remain and, of course, it is 
quite easy for the persevering 
ones to elect the officers they want. 

When, in the entire country of 
Italy, there is only one big union 
and the Communist Party mem- 
bership is large, you can, readily 
understand why indifferentism on 
the part of the Christian-minded 
members will present their kind 
from being elected to office. It is 
labor, Communist-dominated, that 
has made it difficult for‘an orderly 
government to function both in| 
Italy and in France,

It is not the 
Catholic, but the non-Catholic, 
who suffers most by this policy of 
the United States Government. 

Another reason for writing 
these articles was to show that 
the people of America do not a- 
gree with the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court forbidding re- 
ligious instruction even outside 
the school on school time. Schools 
hold the place of parents and if 
they request religious instruction 
for their children (and it was only 
when parents requested it that 
children were released for relig- 
ious instruction) it should 
granted.

U. S. And Britain Look To Heinrich Bruening 
To Direct The State Of Western Germany 


(FROM THE ‘TORONTO DAILY STAR’) 


HE German upon whom Britain and the United States 
seem disposed to rely to give direction to the state of west 
Germany that they hope to form out of three of the four 
occupation zones is Dr. Henrich Bruening, who was German 
chancellor between 1930 and 1932. 
Dr. Bruening is a plain-living ascetic, a devout Catholic, 
a liberal in politics and something * 
of a saint in his private life. He 
is 63 years old. Even as chancel- 


lor he preferred to walk rather 
than ride in a swanky official car. 


He denied himself every luxury. 
When he retired from politics as 
Hitler came to power he took a 
small room in a Catholic hospital, 
equipped only with a bed, a table 
and a chair. There he spent most 
of his time in reading. 


A world depression affected 
Germany when Bruening headed 
the German government. Econo- 
mic conditions were made harder 
by the reparations demanded by 
the treaty of Versailles. Bruening, 
who for many years was secre- 
tary-general of Catholic trades 
unions and leader of the Catholic 
centrist party, taxed everything 
from cigarettes to pianos and 
Be Seg the strictest economy. 

itler denounced Bruening gov- 
ernment policies and promised to 
end the humiliating peace terms 
imposed by the Allies. 


Hindenburg worked with Bruen- 
ing for a time. But in 1932, when 
Bruening proposed to divide the 
estates of the Junkers,. Hinden- 
burg insisted that Bruening take 
Hitler followers into his cabinet. 
Rather than do so, he resigned. 
Von Papen, Hitler’s stool pigeon, 
then took over the government. 


In 1934 Bruening’s friends 
warned him that he was on a 
Nazi blood purge list. Previously 
he had been stoned and several 
attempts made on his life. He 
went to England and to Switzer- 
land and finally crossed the At- 
lantic. He gave a number of lec- 
tures at Harvard and Princeton 
and in 1937 accepted a professor- 
ship at Harvard. At that time he 
gave an address in Toronto to the 
Canadian Institute of Internation- 


al Affairs and was carefully 
guarded against violent attack. 
Bruening visited Ottawa in 1938 
to be a witness before the com- 
mission on Dominion-provincial 
relations. He opposed subsidies as 


a matter of principle, and said, 


“If there are too many and too 


complex laws, parliament loses its/ 


influence on the population.” 

It was because the western na- 
tions treated Germany roughly 
when Bruening’s liberal govern- 
ment was in office that the Ger- 
man people turned to Hitler. Con- 
ditions in Germany were bad and 
the Germans felt they had nothing 
to lose by accepting  Hitler’s 
promise to rid them of their 
chains. Hitler did make Germany 
powerful and feared but his policy 
eey ruined Germafhy in the 
end. 


The motto that Bruening has 
followed all his life, since he was 
a student of philosophy and his- 
tory in England before the first 
world war, is “Work and pray.” 
Recently, he returned to Germany 
from olland, once more  pre- 
pared, it is believed, to lead Ger- 
many towards democratic parlia- 
mentarianism and peaceful co- 
operation with the rest of the 
world.

The history of St. Mary’s goes back to Kansas frontier 
days. Members of. the Society of Jesus came as missionaries

to Kansas as early as 1832, but it 
was only in 1848 that the St. 
Mary’s Mission—on land allotted 
the Indians by the United States 
Government—was opened. Since 
education and missionary work 
went hand in hand, it is not sur- 
prising that a school began along 
with the establishment of the mis- 
sion. The beginning of St. Mary’s 
College goes back to that winter 
of 1848, thus making St. Mary’s 
the oldest educational institution 
in the State of Kansas. Kansas 
City had not yet been laid out; 
California was not yet settled; 
Kansas had not even been pro- 
claimed a territory; it would, in 
fact, be another dozen years be- 
fore she would be admitted to the 
Union as a state. 


Twenty-one years later, in May 
of 1869, a charter was granted by 
the Kansas State Legislature em- 
powering St. Mary’s College to 
confer degrees and academic 
honors. in all the learned profes- 
sions. The roll of the college for 
the following year boasts 150 
boarders and 20 day-scholars, 
with a personnel of four priests, 
one scholastic and twelve broth- 
ers. 


Although St. Mary’s early be- 


came a thriving college, it re- 
mained a mission school for many 
years, and just about anything 
could and did happen. Twice in 
the years 1872 to 1874, all the 
buildings were destroyed by fire 
and rebuilt. Certainly something 
of a record was established in 
February of 1879 when the entire 
College was destroyed by fire on 
a Tuesday and classes were re- 
sumed by Friday! 

Throughout the years, the en- 
roliment continued to grow, and 
with the growth of the student 
body, buildings began to sprout up 
all over the spacious grounds. In 
1896, the Alumni Association was 
formed. There have been few 
similar organizations that could 
equal the Alumni Association of

an action which improves leisure 
time, aids the sick, betters cul- 
ture, Everybody knows that ac- 
tion helps people to think, that in 
the end they think as they act, 
that their action becomes a. source 
of thought. 


Let Catholic Action take flesh 
in everyday life, and it will gain 
in range, in depth, in effective- 
ness. It will lift up the mass, not 
a couple of individuals; the mass, 
prompted and set in motion by a 
natural leader chosen from the 
mass and remaining part of the 
mass, This leader in turn has been 
prompted by a well trained young 
Christian, who knows how to ‘stay 
in the background, get others to 
act and then let them act. He is 
not one who organizes or embod- 
ies Catholic Action: the others do 
this, often unconsciously. But be- 
cause they give themselves gener- 
ously, they develop their human 
qualities, their natural virtues; 
and they become capable in time 
of heeding and accepting the mess- 
age of Christ, perhaps even of 
discovering it by themselves. 


To develop the human body and 
soul, heart and will—this is a 
work which stands on its own 
merits, and deserves to be done 
for itself, without reservations, 
without an ulterior motive of con- 
quest; a work which is vital pre- 
paration for Christianity. The 
more disinterested this action is, 
the more it is in accordance with 
the spirit of the Gospel, and the 
more it stirs up noble thoughts 
in those whom it reaches, makes 
them see where it comes from and 
sets them on the road toward 
God. 


Catholic Action which functions 
in a closed circle does not pro- 
duce results. It can make pious 
Catholics. It does not form cour- 
ageous Christians who fear neith- 
er risk nor adventure. 

A Catholic Action which is lim- 
ited to the spiritual and the sup- 
ernatural has not got its feet on 
the ground. We live in the tem- 
poral world, the material 
world. If we forget that, we play 
into the hands of materialism. 

Man is spirit and matter. Matter 
is created by God, a gift of God, 
and as such has a high value of 
its own. We live in the temporal. 
Social pressure works in the tem- 
poral sphere. Our brain is matter, 
living matter of course, but mat- 
ter which is not spirit. It, too, 
works in the temporal sphere. We 
are not anfels. 

Catholic Action cannot act un- 
less it takes flesh in temporal in- 
stitutions, the spirit tncarnate in 
matter. Through these institutions 
it creates a climate, it directs so- 
cial pressure. It no longer af- 
fects the chance individual, the 
isolated individual, but the whole 
mass, or at least the greater part 
of the given mass. Those who 
guide it are not cut off, they do 
not form a pious congregation; 
wherever God puts them they are 
sources of action, springs of in- 
itiative, creators of institutions. 

I do not understand why any- 
one should refuse to plunge into 
the temporal; why the spirit 
should refuse to enter into mat- 
ter and give it form. The spiritual 
and the material united, the etern- 
al and the temporal together— 
this is the situation in which we, 
as human beings, exist. 

I have known and still know of 
Catholic Action stations which 
are closed stations; study groups, 
friendly gatherings, in which the 
participants split hairs four ways, 
carry on endless discussions on 
nothing and drain their minds and 
hearts dry. They beat about the 
bush: they never go to the cen- 
ter of things. They admire each 
other and do nothing. They bore 
each other methodically. They fear 
the world of time, they are afraid 
they may slip into it. They have 
no spirit, they have no courage, 
they have do daring. 

Inevitably, young people who 
are worth anythi stay away 
from such groups. Catholic Action 
will not hold worthwhile human 
bei unless it is engaged with 
the human, and therefore with the 
temporal. More than ever, the

Forty-four years a priest, Mon- 
signor Daniel I. McGettigan, late 
pastor of the Transfiguration 
Church in Philadelphia, worked 
unceasingly to foster vocations. 
He had learned early in life that 
countless boys and girls did not 
know their vocations and found 
later in life that they were mis- 
spending their energies in earth- 


ly pursuits. For that reason, he 
continually appealed to the youth 
of his own and other arishes to 
try and discover what God wanted 
them to do— and then do it. 


The annual triduums sponsor- 
er by Msgr. McGettigan to fost- 
er vocations were widely known. 
In August each year, the triduum 
was conducted in his beloved 
Transfiguration Church. A well- 
known priest would eonduct the 
services under the general head- 
ing: “What is My Calling in 
Life?” The services each morning 
and evening would be centered 
around the determination of one’s 
proper vocation, whether it be 
priesthood, a calling to the life of 
a Sister, Brother, catechist, mar- 
riage, the single state—and the 
importance of fidelity to one’s vo- 
cation once it was determined. 
After the services, Father McGet- 
tigan, the guest preacher, and the 
assistant pastors would be on 
hand to answer questions and give 
advice. 

Although these services were 
held during vacation time, they 
were amazingly well attended. 
Hundreds of young people- were 
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who were called to fight and 


known to forego trips to vacation 
resorts in order to attend. 


So steeped in the subject of vo- 
cations was Father McGettigan 
that he collected and dispensed 
quotations from the Scriptures 
and from the writings of noted 
Catholics which he felt would 
help to stimulate young people 
probing their own souls on the 
matter of vocations and also as- 
sist parents confronted with the 
prospect of losing a child or chil- 
dren. To the latter, the priest al- 
ways appealed not to hinder their 
children if they showed an inclina- 
tion to answer God’s summons to 
a holy life. Here are some of the 
hundreds of quotations gathered 
by Father McGettigan:

The All-Stars Didn’t Shine 


UITE a few football fans were surprised—and don’t ask any 

embarrassing questions, please—when the Chicago Cardinals gave 
Frank Leahy’s College All-Stars that recent 28-0 drubbing in Sol- 
dier Field, Chicago, in the 15th annual game between the Colléegians 
and the National Football League champions, the Cardinals, in this 
instance. Those of us who are feal’smart, and know all the answers, 
knew that if the game happened to be played on a humid evening, with 
little or no breeze stirring, the youth and greater manpower of the 
All-Stars would prevail, and the pro-league champions would be 
trounced for the third straight year. 


Well, the game was played on a humid evening, with no breeze 
stirring, and the All Stars had some 71 able-bodied young huskies at 
their disposal to throw at the “aged” professional players who, we 
all knew, couldn’t get in shape on such short notice, couldn't stand 
up in the torrid weather before a stream of fresh, young replace- 
inents, and were bound to wilt and be snowed under before the even- 
ing was over. 


That’s what the script said, but the Cardinals are fellows who 
write their own script as they go along. As things tulined ont, the 
Cardinals were the fellows who had the spirit and the will-to-win; 
they were the fellows who played well nigh flawlessly on both of- 
fense and defense from start to finish, and they were the ones 
who kept throwing in the fresh replacements to sub for any fel- 
lowsgwho became wearied under the oppressive heat. 

To tell the truth none of the fellows looked very “oppressed” to 
me, and when the final gun had sounded along about 11 p. m., the 
Cardinals had won the game going away, 28-0. it was the most lop-

team, and it was the worst licking ever handed a team coached by 
Frank Leahy. Admittedly the 1948 All-Star squad was the best ever 
assembled fer the game, yet it looked like the worst. 

The All-Stars couldn’t do anything right, the Cardinals could 
scarcely do anything wrong. You really had to see it to believe it. The 
Collegians that night had very little zest for battle. They were a dis- 
pirited group, who appeared to have assumed a who cares attitude, 
and let it go at that. 

Of course, there were notable exceptions, but not too many. 
Petty jealousies were rampant on the squad, which simply had too 
many hot shots from all over the country for any group of coaches 
to handle in such a short time. There were 71 on the All-Star 
squad, representing the cream of the ’47 senior college football 
crop from all over the country. All-Americans were a dime a dozen, 
and when one A-A got the call above another in the practice ses- 
sions, a full blown gripe usually resulted. Since Frank Leahy re- 
ceived the major portion of the credit for the 1947 All-Stars’ 
stunning upset of the Chicago Bears, 16-0, I suppose he must as- 
sume the greater share of the blame for what happened to his 
"48 All-Stars. 

In ‘47 there were very few “name” players on the squad; so few, 
in fact, that Leahy had to make. starting tackles out of a couple of 
his guards. With few big shots on hand to display temperament, Leahy 
welded together a unit that had cohesion, team play, spirit and a flam- 
ing will to win. With nearly six dozen more or less All-Americans 
to draw from this year, Leahy couldn’t even get one workable com- 
bination of 11 men upon whom he could depend for any length of time. 

He early discovered the reason for that; a reason which made him 
sorry that he changed his mind and decided to act as head coach again. 
Practically every player on the All-Star squad was under contract to 
play professional football. As Leahy was to learn to his sorrow, just 
about all those players had received instructions from their new pro 
coaches. They were to work hard and get in shape, but after that—take 
it easy, boys; remember where your big, fat, pay check is coming from 
in the future, 

The All-Stars get about $150 each and expenses for their three 
weeks of training and appearance in the game. Their pro contracts call 
for them to get from $5,000 up to a reported $25,000 (as in Johnny 
Lujack’s case). You can’t blame the players for “going easy” in the 
All-Star game when a serious injury might ruin their professional 
careers, Lujack, for one, narrowly escaped serious injury. He entered 
the game with a bruised ankle, and limped about the field while play- 
ing most of the game. Near the close of the game he ran with the ball 
and when tackled, fell in such a manner that he suffered a severe 
wrench of the injured ankle, and the start of his pro-career was in- 
definitely delayed. It could have just as well have been a broken leg, 
the way he fell. 


Self Preservation 

Keep in mind that most of the players invited to play in 
this annual game will usually have signed professional contracts by 
that time, as they are always the cream of the nation’s collegiate 
crop of the season before, you can see what all future head coaches 
of the All-Stars are going to be up against. They are going to be 
coaching players who will have an eye on their own future, not on 
what to them hereafter will be a totally unimportant exhibition 
game against the professional champions. You can’t blame a young 
fellow for protecting his futare under such circumstances, and re- 

fusing to go all-out for dear old Arch Ward U. 
If Frank Leahy couldn’t control the situation, chances are there’s 
vno coach who can do it. Admittedly, Leahy is a martinet on the foot- 
ball practice field, one who brooks no interference, Every successful 


college coach has to be boss, or the situation would soon get out of

Leahy Finally 
True Prophet 


Well, anyhow, Frank Leahy at 
long last lived to see one of his 
dire predictions of disaster come 
true. All along he had been say- 
ing that The All-Stars would be 
beaten “at least 40 points.” It 
wasn’t quite that bad, but it was 
the worst. licking Leahy had ever 
taken as a head coach, besides be- 
ing the most decisive and largest 
margin ever achieved by either 
team in the 15 years of the All- 
Star contest. 
However, Leahy had one Satis- 
faction. It wasn’t the largest 
score ever run up on a team coach- 
ed by him. Michigan turned that 
trick in the Notre Dame stadium 
in November, 1942, when the 
Wolverines licked *the Irish, 32- 
290. It was the last time Notre 
Dame has lost to a strictly col- 
lege team, its defeats in the mean- 
time having come from Army, 
Navy and Great Lakes,

Twenty-six years later, in writ- 
ing of the impression these words 
made upon the minds of the chil- 
dren, Lucia says: “These words en- 
graved themselves on our minds 
like a living light, making us un- 
derstand how much the good God 
loves us; how much He wishes to 
be loved by us; how great is the 
value of sacrifice; and, how, by 
them, the Lord converts sinners.” 

From that moment, the eager 
children began to offer to the 
Lord everything which mortified 
them, They would spend hour after 
hour lying prostrate upon the 
ground repeating the prayer the 
angel had taught them in his first 
apparition. Even little Francisco, 
who did not at first grasp what the 
Angel meant by sacrifices, began 
to vie with the girls in giving up 
little pleasures in satisfaction for 
the conversion of poor. sinners. 
Penance and reparation from that 
moment became the keynote of 
their lives. In this way they pre- 
pared themselves to receive, in the 
near future, the awe-inspiring 
message of their heavenly Mother, 
and to become her trusted mes- 
sengers in sounding the clarion 
call to penance and reparation to 
the whole Christian world.

The same seare that caused a run on the banks, caused 
a cancellation of big orders placed with the United States 
Steel Corporation. When this business was withdrawn they 


were compelled to shut down, and in shutting down nearly | 


every person in Gary and East Chicago was thrown out of 
work. In that county more than 90,000 people were on relief, 
and people out of work evidently could not keep up their 
parish contributions. Many parishes would not have been 
fable to meet their interest if every cent collected by the 


priest was used for that one purpose. There was no money | 


with which to pay janitors or organists or even school teach- 
ers. Many of our Sisterhoods received the five cent and ten 
‘cent offerings which children might be able to bring to the 
Sisters once a month. In some parishes this aggregated 
about $8.00 a month for the school teachers. 
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‘million dollars today, and most of the parishes then laboring 

under the deepest debt are’ now entirely free of it. Unfor- 
tunately few new churches and schools were erected during 
the depression, and} of course, could not be built during the 
war. Hence many pastors are now forced to build at the 
present high cost of material and skilled labor. The Bishop, 
therefore, does not anticipate that, during the next few years, 
the sum total of parish indebtedness will become lower. 

The replacement of our diocesan institutions and parish 
property today would probably cost $60,000,000.00, which 
means, of course, that a $1,000,000.00 indebtedness would be 
only slightly above one-half of one per cent. 

We are speaking of the aggregate of: parish indebted- 
ness which, in the Diocese of Fort Wayne, places only a moral 
obligation on the diocese aS such. The Bishop is not a Cor- 
poration Sole, but holds the parish property as Trustee for 


'the parish and, therefore, the parish indebtedness is a local 
obligation of the parish which uses the property. 


But the Bishop has always recognized a moral obliga- 
tion (1) because he would not have any creditor lose a single 


‘dollar of the money loaned, and (2) because parish loans 


are usually procurable only when the Bishop endorses the 
notes signed by the pastor in the name of the congregation. 

Loans to Catholic churches have always been regarded 
as the very safest loans, and, if-people knew this, more of 
them would probably either loan money directly to the parish 
through their own pastor or loan it to the Diocesan Chancery 
‘which, in turn, would reloan it to parishes where it would be 
absolutely safe and recoverable in full. 

Bishop Noll told us that money loaned to the Chancery is 
treated with perfect confidence, by which he means that the 
‘identity of the person placing the loan is not disclosed if he 
‘prefers to have it that way. 

We might mention here, incidentally, that the Bishop

The building is now be- 
ing modernized at a cost of more 
than half a million dollars. 

In 1859 Pope Pius IX granted 
the use of this building to the 
Rishops of the United States for

the priesthood. Now as a result of 
the Sacred Congregation for the 
Propagation of the Faith, the 
ownership of this valauble prop- 
erty in the Via Dell’Umilta passes} 
from the Holy See to the Amer- 
ican Hierarchy.

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New World Youth 
Group In Making 
At London Meet 


Leaders Say Christian 
And Democratic Aims 


Will Guide Movement 


London — (NC) —A new world 
youth organization in which 
Christian and democratic princi- 
ples will be uppermost is in the 
making after a conference here in 
which young men and women 
from 32 nations took part. 


The suggested name of the pro- 
jected body is the International 
Youth Assembly. A headquarters 
has not yet been designated, but 
it is expected that most of the 
work of bringing it into existence 
will be done in London. 


The avowed purposes of the new 
unit are to foster international 
understanding by practical co- 
operative work between member 
organizations, to enable youth it- 
self to take an active part in the 
field of international cooperation, 
to maintain relations with inter- 
national voluntary and intergov- 
ernmental organizations, and to 
strive towards “an adequate serv- 
ing of the needs of youth” thru- 
out the world. 


It is apparent that the organi- 
zation proposed here will be a 
rival to the communist-backed 
World Federation of Democratic 
Youth. The delegates were, in 
fact, approached by English mem- 
bers of the federation and asked 
not to form a’ continuing organi- 
zation on the ground that such an 
action would “split the unity of 
the world’s youth.” 

The leading speakers at the con- 
ference were Mise Barbara Ward 
of the London Economist, a lead- 
ing British Catholic laywoman, 
and Pierre Joussellin, French Pro- 
testant youth leader. These two 
set the theme of the méeting— 
“Youth, Its Work and Leisure, 
Opportunities and Responsibili- 
ties” —before the delegates. 

Catholic youth groups from as 
far away as South Africa, Aus- 
tralia and Ceylon sent delegates 
to the meeting. Herman Neusch 
of the University of Texas New- 
man Club, one of a group of seven 
U. S. Catholies who attended, was 
elected chairman. of the United 
States delegation. 


In addition to national youth 
groups, a number of international 
movements sent observers to the 
conference. They included the in-
